Two years ago this evening. Harry S. Truman took the 
oath of office at President of the United States, following 
the sudden death of President Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
In his remarks in the next few days, President Tru­ 
man made certain definite commitments ad to the policy 
he proposed to follow. 
Basically he promised to “keep the faith” with his de­ 
ceased predecessor — to carry out the Roosevelt program 
at home and abroad. This he planned to do by re-establish­ 
ing cooperation between the White House and Congress, 
relations between which had been strained for several 
years. 
“Only with your help,” he told his former associates 
in the legislative branch of government, could he hope to 
master the responsibilities suddenly placed upon his shoul­ 
ders. 
As to the world-peace program, then in the formative 
state, the new President made the significant pledge that 
(in his words) “real security will be found only in law 
and justice." 
On this second anniversary of President Truman’s 
coming to office it is fitting to examine his record; to 
determine, first, how he has made out keeping his specific 
promises; and second, bow succesful he has been with the 
major American problems be found waiting when he took 
his oath.
